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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the rejection under 1 12 second 
paragraph to claim 20, applicant's arguments are persuasive and the rejection will be withdrawn. 

However, with regards to the art rejection of claim 20, the arguments are not persuasive and the rejection will remain. Schikerling does 
disclose a second portion coupling the carrier with a drive from the motor (column 2 lines 25-36). The second portion may not be in direct 
contact with the motor drive but nonetheless does couple the carrier to the motor drive. The second portion couples the carrier to the motor 
drive via the plunger (Column 2 lines 25-36). The clamp member is member 58 while the cam member is member 102. In Figure 6, item 
58 is clearly spaced from item 102. Also, the term "functions seperately and independently" is extremely broad in that any type of 
movement can be considered a function of the cam. Therefore, item 58 can be in the position as shown in Figure 6 and item 102 can be 
rotated seperately and independent from item 58. More structure is required to further define the term "functions seperately and 
independently". 

With regards to claim 21 , Young clearly discloses a housing having a first pair of rails (114). As shown in Appendix A, the 2 nd pair of rails 
are the corners of each wall member 55 that extend along a horizontal and that are clearly spaced from one another and slidably engage 
the first pair of rails. With regards to applicant's final argument with regards to claim 21 , claim 21 does not disclose a channel limitation. 
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
